Not being 
acquainted with the northern waters 
and knowing the jouruey would have 
tobe made mostly ‘over Indian trails 
after thes: left Lake Huron, they se- 
cured as guide an old Indian, who. was 
known.to.be trustworthy. and w ho had 
traveled over the country. many tines.
